PHILADKLPHIA, Feb. 15, 1873.

I as-iert unhesitatingly that, what- 


ever Gen. Garfield may have done or 
forborne to do, he acted in profound ig- 
norance of the nature and character of 
the thing which Mr. Ames was propos- 
ing to sell. He had not the slightest 
suspicion that he was to be taken into 
a ring organized ior the purpose of de 
frauding the public, nor did he know 
that the stock was in any manner con 
nectcd with anything which came, or 
could1 come, within the legislative juris- 
diction of Congress. 
The case against 


him lacks the scicnler which alone con- 
stitutes guilt, 


In the winter of 1869-70 I told 


Gen. Garfield of the fact that his name 
was on Ames' list ; that Ames charged 
him with being one of the distributees ; 
explained to him the character, origin 
and objects of the Credit Mobilier 
pointed out the connection it had with 
Congressional legislation, and showed 
him how impossible it was for a mem 
her of Congress to hold stock in it 
without bringing his private interests 
in conflict with his public duty.

Numbers are now encamped on 


the river bank at various landings, 
awaiting the arrival of boats to convey 
them to this city.
